I have only 
to fay, that the glory of God, and of his Chril^ 
was my fole aim in this my bold and arduous un* 
deitaking ; and the occaflon of it was, by obferv* 
ing, that fome of them feemed to differ with 
therofelves, and all with each other refpeding 
the things which relate to, or exprefsly fpeak o^ 
the redemption of the world by Chrift Jefus the 
JLord. This determined me to take my dear Sa- 
viour's advice, and examine thofe facred records 
of him in their original Hebrew. But O, what 
v^onders of love did I there difcover ! Glory to 
God in the higheft ! There I faw that the divine 
Father, from all eternity, had defigned, and that 
his bieiled Son would, in the fulnefs of time, 
compleatly accomplifh the redoration of all fal- 
len intelligences, according to that firft gracious 
promife made unto Adam.

late the whole book of Pfalms once niore. That 
done, fird for my improvement, and afterwards 
in hopes that they might be ufeful, I turned the 
whole into verfe, (one of which being ufelefs to a 
Chriftian congregation, I omitted printing, and 
another was by the Printer overlooked) for 
the more efpecial ufe of fuch Chriftians whofe 
eyes are by the divine fpirit enlightened, to fee 
the fuperabounding love of the Father manifeftcd 
by the gift of his Son for the redemption, faiva- 
tion, and final glorification of the whole of thofb 
unhappy beings whom fin has, or may yet draw 
from the allegiance, duty, and obedience due to 
their Creator. 

To all others into whofe hands this new vcr- 
fion of holy David's Pfalms may fall, I fay !— 
Candidly pardon the involuntary errors of the 
prcfs, and the meannefs of the verfe ; condemn 
not the fentiments, although you ihould find it 
contain doctrines fomewhat diflFercnt from what 
you may have been accuftomed to hear from the 
pulpits you have hitherto lat under. Remember 
we have a promife, that "in the latter days 
knowledge fhould be increafcd ;*' and as the doc- 
trines hei'cin contained (however new they may 
ap|>ear to you) have a direct tendency to a more 
illuftrious difplay of the everlafting, unchangeable 
love of God, our heavenly Father, ftrikingly ma- 
nifefted in the life, actions, fufierings, and blood)^ 
death of his only begotten and moft dearly be* 
loved Son, Chrifl Jefus our Lord, who lay in the 
bofom of his Father ; whom yet he freely gave
